Claims 1-20 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Labrie (US Patent No. 5776923). Ubrie teaches, in

The testosterone can be formulated as an 
hydroalcoholio gel and can include penetration enhancers, stabilizers, fragrances, etc....
